CONFERENCE TO EXPLORE WAYS TO 
OVERCOME PLIGl»T OF "KNOWLEDGE 
INDUSTRY" 


Effects of cutbacks in federal funds for research and development, coupled 
with increasing numbers of unemployed scientists and engineers, have prompted a 
George Washington University institute to call a "Special Conference of Invited 
Experts" on May 20. 

The conference, to be held at the Twin Bridges Mariott, will explore govern¬ 
ment and private policy correlations for the 70's in RSD (research and development), 
technological education and industrial property. It is sponsored by GW's PTC 
Research Institute. 

Emphasis will be given to new conditions and problems of the "knowledge 
industry"—R§D and higher education;, possible contributions of patents, know-how 
and other industrial-intellectual property rights; the role of antitrust and com¬ 
petition policy in the new R5D setting; and the emerging needs in tax policy con¬ 
cerning research and education. 

Dr. James S. Coles, President of Research Corporation, New York, will chair 
the conference.

MAJORITY OF U.S. ADULTS HAVE USED PSYCHOTROPIC DRUGS; 

ABOUT ONE IN THREE ARE CURRENTLY* USING THEM. 

More than half of the adults in America have used psychotropic drugs at some time 
in their lives and about a third report they have used one or more in the past twelve 
months. The findings stem from preliminary results of a nationwide sample survey con¬ 
ducted by the Social Research Group of The George Washington University as part of a 
long-range study of the acquisition and use of psychotropic drugs by American adults. 

The study, conducted in cooperation with The Family Research Center of Berkeley, 

California, is supported by The National Institute of Mental Health. The figures were 
reported by Dr. Hugh J. Parry, Research Professor of Sociology and director of the study, 
to the Sixth Annual Institute of Man’s Adjustment in a Complex Environment held at the 
Veterans Administration Hospital, Brecksville, Ohio, May SB^20 . 

C lasses of Psychotropic Drugs Most Commonly Used : 

Tranquilizers and daytime sedatives, taken at some time by about a third of the 
population, are the most coinmonly-used psychotropes. They are followed by hypnotics 
(sleeping pills) used by 23 per cent; the anti-depressant, stimulant group (21 per cent); 
and at a considerable distance by anti-spasmodics (11 per cent). 

Variations Among Sub-Group s in the Population : 

The use of psychotropic drugs is much more widespread among women than among men. 

About two-thirds (63 per cent) of all American women have used one or more types of 
psychotropic drugs compared to less than half (42 per cent) of American men. Women are 
also more likely to be current users: 38 per cent of them have used psychotropes during 
the last 12 months, compared to 23 per cent of the men. Not only are women more likely 

than men to use psychotropes, but the rate of ingestion among users is higher for females: 

40 per cent of the female users report they have used a psychotropic drug as much as daily “ 

for a month or more compared to 30 per cent of the male users. 
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SOCIAL RESEARCH GROUP - PSYCHOTROPIC DRUGS 
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Differences between male and female use of psychotropic drugs is largely accounted 
for by a single class: tranquilizers and daytim^ sedatives. Forty per cent of the women 
in the sample have used them compared to 19 per cent of the men. 

According to Dr. Parry, this higher use of tranquilizers by women is partly an 
illusion. "Men have a much older tranquilizer than those dispensed at prescription 
counters — alcohol. A majority of American adult males are at least moderate drinkers 
according to the results of our study, n Parry said, "but only a third of the women are." 
Another factor, he added, is that women are more likely to go to doctors than men are 
and are "allowed" by the culture to admit suffering from psychic distress. "It’s more 
acceptable for women to get a prescription for a tranquilizer," Parry added, "men are 
supposed to grit their teeth and take a belt of bourbon." 

Other groups in the population most likely to use*psychotropic drugs: 

Those aged 25-29 — particularly in the case of either sleeping pills 
or stimulants. 

Those with some college education—particularly people with a graduate degree- 
are well above the national average. 

People living on the Pacific Coast. Of this group, over two-thirds (68 per 
cent) have used psychotropic drugs and four out of ten are using them currently. 

Those who rank highest on an "Index of Social Position" (61 per cent have used 
psychotropes compared to 49 per cent of those who rank lowest on the index.) 
Psychotropic Drug Use and Other Medication : 

The findings of the survey give some support to the hypothesis of a pill-taking 
personality. The respondents were asked if, when they had a cold, they treated it with 
aspirin and other home remedies or whether they just let it work itself out. They were 
asked a similar question about indigestion. Among the group who usually treat minor 
upsets with home remedies, a majority have taken psychotropic drugs; among their more 
hardy fellows who let the cold or indigestion work itself out, only a third or so have 
ever used psychotropic drugs. 
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Most I nt ensive Pa t tern of Use : 

About 44 per cent of those who have used psychotropes report that the most they 

f 

ever used them was sporadically and occasionally. Nearly as many, however, report daily 
use from a month up to two years or more. 

Prescription Psychotropes and Non-Medical Channels : 

The respondents were asked, for each psychotropic drug they had ever taken, where 
they got it the last time they used it. About one-in-twenty reported, for at least one 
prescription drug, that the last time they used it they had got it from a non-medical 
source - spouse, friend, neighbor and the like. Among certain groups, the percentages 
reporting such sources are more than double the national rate. These groups are: people 
aged 21-24; those with graduate degrees; those living on the Pacific Coast; and those 
who report they have at some time seen a psychiatrist.' A certain amount of this dif¬ 
ference, however came from occasional use of stimulants for cramming for exams or for 
long-distance driving. 


NOTE: the results derive from the first 2,000 interviews of about 2600 in a 
nationwide probability survey conducted during Fall and Winter, 1970-71. As such, they 
are preliminary but the pattern of returns make it highly doubtful that final results 
from the complete sample will vary more than a very few percentage points from those 
presented above.

BILLY M. HORTON RECEIVES 
INVENTOR OF YEAR AWARD 

Billy M. Horton, inventor of the fluid amplifier which triggered a whole 
new fluidics industry, has been chosen as the 1970 Inventor of the Year. The 
Award was presented on May 20 to Mr. Horton by The PTC Research Institute of 
The George Washington University. 

Mr. Horton is Technical Director for the Department of the Army Harry 
Diamond Laboratories. 

Mr. Horton's invention, which is basically an amplifier used as a control 
mechanism, utilizes fluids or gases in liew of conventional electrical current, 
thereby having no moving parts or conventional elements to wear out or change 
values. Among its many applications in use or under development are jet engine 
controls, air-conditioning systems, stabilization and control of aircraft and 
rockets, control of diesel locomotives, control of numerous chemical and industrial 
processes, laboratory construction of digital and analog computers, and an 
entire family of medical life-saving and life-support devices such as heart 
pumps and respirators. 

Other awards received by Mr. Horton are the Arnold 0. Beckman Award of 
the Instrument Society of America, 1960 and the John Scott Award in 1966. In 
1969 he became a Fellow in the Institute of Electrical and Electronic Engineers. 

Born in Bartlett, Tex., Mr. Horton studied physics at the University of 
Texas where he received his B.A. in 1941. He served as a radar officer during 
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the war with training at Harvard and M.I.T. and service in Europe. After 
the war, he joined the staff of the Naval Research Laboratory, working on 
sliding electrical contacts, fluorescence, and nuclear radiation detectors. 

In 1949 he received an M.S. in physics from the University of Maryland. In 
1951 he transferred to the Ordnance Division of the National Bureau of Stand¬ 
ards, now known as the Harry Diamond Laboratories. 

The Inventor of the Year Award honors a joureyman or professional in¬ 
ventor who has made a significant patented invention or inventions. The 
Award also affords an opportunity to recognize a relatively unknown inventor 
who overcomes obstacles and expends his resources to produce an invention or 
inventions. Previous recepients of The PTC Research Institute's Inventor of the 
the Year Awards were Chester F. Carlson, 1964 (xerography); Samuel Ruben, 

1965 (batteries); Gordon K. Teal, 1966 (silicon transistor); Robert Adler,

The George Washington University and Children's Hospital of D.C. have 
announced a new phase in their joint responsibility for education in child 
health, strengthening their affiliation and marking their intent to meet 
the broad health needs of infants, children and youth through education 
and training of health personnel.

George Washington University and the Children's Hospital of the District of Columbia 
signed an agreement today (Wednesday, September 17) to coordinate and consolidate their 
interests and resources in promoting education for the care of sick children and for all areas 
of child health and development. 

Under the agreement, the Hospital and the University will establish a non-profit 
Child Health Education Foundation to supervise their joint programs and to offer other 
interested educational institutions broader opportunities for participating in the utilization 
of resources at Children's Hospital and its affiliates. 

George Washington's participation in the joint programs will be primarily through its 
University Medical Center. Most of the teaching and related educational activities, super¬ 
vised by the Foundation, will be centered at Children's Hospital and conducted by members 
of its MedicaLand Professional Staff. 

The agreement was signed by Dr. Lloyd H. Elliott, president of George Washington 
University, and Wallace Werble, president of Children's Hospital. 

"George Washington is expanding its interests and activities in child health education 
and believes this objective can be achieved more rapidly and economically by coordination of 
its teaching program with Children's Hospital," Dr. Elliott said. "Both George Washington 


and Children's Hospital believe that the best possible health care for all children can be de¬ 
veloped by combining a strong educational program with research and medical care. 1 

In an era of increasing costs of education and health care, Dr. Elliott noted, it is 
important that every effort be made to insure maximum and most efficient use of all available 
educational and health facilities and resources. 

Since it was founded, ninety nine years ago, Children's Hospital has made its facilities 
and resources available for educational purposes, including the teaching of medical students 
and nurses, and in more recent years, other health professionals, Werble pointed out. 

Currently, he noted. Children's serves as a center for the teaching of pediatrics to 
medical students from Georgetown and Howard universities, as well as George Washington. 

"We believe that the establishment of the Foundation will improve the Hospital's 
capability for providing better educational resources," Werble added, "and we anticipate a 
continuation of our programs for teaching medical students from Georgetown and Howard. In 
fact, the use of Children's for educational purposes by other institutions, under the super¬ 
vision of the Foundation, is covered specifically in a provision of the agreement with George 
Washington University." 

With the agreement. Children's Hospital becomes the primary child health and develop¬ 
ment "arm" of the George Washington University Medical Center. And George Washington 
becomes the university with which Children's has its primary affiliation. 

Members of the Children's Hospital Medical Staff engaged in teaching medical students 
will have faculty appointments at George Washington. Provision is made in the agreement, 
however, for faculty members from other universities to teach at the Hospital and to engage 
in its educational programs. ___ 

The agreement provides that Children's Hospital will continue sole responsibility for 
patient care and for research conducted through its separate Research Foundation, established 

in 1947.

In anticipation of the agreement with George Washington, Dr. Felix P. Heald, chairman 
of the Department of Pediatrics at the University Medical Center, was named Pediatrician-in- 
Chief at the Hospital last January. He is a long-time member of the Medical Staff at Children's 
and has specialized in adolescent medicine. 

Expansion of George Washington Medical Center has been accomplished under the leader¬ 
ship of Dr. John Parks, Dean of the Medical Center. Negotiation of the agreement with Children 1 
Hospital was handled chiefly by Dr. James J. Feffer, George Washington Medical Center 
Associate Dean for Clinical Affairs. 

Establishment of the Education Foundation represents another step in a long-term pro¬ 
gram, started over 10 years ago under the leadership of Dr. Robert Parrott, Director of the 
Hospital, for conversion of Children's Hospital into a regional and national children's medical 
center. 

To improve its capacity for serving all sick children in the Metropolitan Washington 
Area, its primary function, Children's is currently planning the construction of a new hospital 
adjacent to the Washington Hospital Center. Completion is scheduled for 1972 or 1973. 

The George Washington Medical Center's program for expansion of its service includes, 
in addition to the creation of the Education Foundation with Children's, recent affiliation 
agreements with the Columbia Hospital for Women and the Washington Hospital Center. 

When Children's moves into its new building, George Washington will virtually have 
an "uptown" or second medical campus through its teaching affiliations with three hospitals 
located on adjacent grounds (the Irving Street-Michigan Ave. complex): The Washington 
Hospital Center, the Veterans Administration Hospital, and Children's.

TROWEL CLUBBERS PICK GW TO PLANT 
A PATCH OF PROPER PACHYSANDRA 


How do you plant 1,000 pachysandra? The same way for each, with a 
loop of root at the bottom, to make it stay upright. The groundcover is 
equally effective in downtown, suburban or rural plantings. 

How long does it take? No more than three hours, or between getting 
the kids off in the morning and the midday carpool. At least that's how 
the Trowel Club of Washington is winding up its civic improvement project 
with a mass planting of pachysandra around George Washington University 
Medical Center's Warwick Building. 

This building houses the multitest facility, a computer center, and 
the surgical research laboratory. Its recent remodeling left stark sur¬ 
roundings and a somewhat less than esthetic condenser unit for the neighbor¬ 
hood to view with dim approval. 

Meanwhile, the Trowel Club had sought a civic project for its 68 
green thumbs — two per member. President of the club is Mrs. Paul E. Shorb, 
Jr., who recommended the Warwick project as an ecological improvement to 
GW, where her husband is Associate Professor of Surgery. 

One of the Garden Clubs of America, the Trowel Club saved about $1,000 
for the landscaping project and the University Hospital added a finishing 
contribution. With the preliminary plantings completed, all that was needed 
was groundcover, one that would require little university maintenance of 
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tanbark or weeding. At the May meeting of the largely Wesley Heights and 
Spring Valley clubwomen, Mrs. Shorb called for volunteers to effect the 
transplant from her backyard to the Warwick Building. Among those pressed 
into immediate service were the five Shorb youngsters, whose ranks were 
augmented by cohorts equally ambitious for the "penny-a-piece" pachysandras, 
properly dug with the long roots needed for the loops. 

The adult volunteers are due at the planting site today, with trowels 
and cuttings in hand. They'll have to work fast to be through in time for 
car pools, but their handiwork will endure for a long time--if those roots 
were looped!

UNIVERSITY SIGNS CONTRACT 
FOR NEW PARKING STRUCTURE 

George Washington University has signed a contract in excess of $3.6 million 
with George Hyman Construction Company for a new 10-story parking structure. 

To be located at 22nd and H Streets, N.W., one block from the University 
Hospital, the parking garage will provide parking for visitors to the hospital 
and University, and for faculty, staff, and students. Construction will get 
underway early in June and is expected to be completed by September of 1972. 

The parking structure will provide 1,020 parking spaces -- essentially 
replacing the spaces lost when the University began constructing four new 
buildings on former parking lots. 

Designed by the architectural firm of Mills, Petticord 6 Mills, the garage 
exterior will be constructed of precast concrete and masonry units. The garage 
will be entirely self-parking, with three below-grade levels, seven above-grade 
stories, and roof parking. Automated entrance equipment will inform visitors 
which levels have spaces available. Entrances and exits will be located on H, 



Eye and 22nd Streets. 


Financing for the garage is by private loan, which will be amortized through 


University parking fees. 

The garage is one of a series of new buildings called for in GW's Campus 


Master Plan prepared by Marcou, O'Leary and Associates.

Ewald B. Nyquist was born in Rockford, Illinois, November 1, 1914. 

He received his secondary school education in that city and graduated from 
Rockford Senior High School in 1932. 

K.is undergraduate and graduate work was taken in the University of 
Chicago from 1932 through 1941, and he holds the degree of Bachelor of 
Science from that University. He majored in psychology, both as an under¬ 
graduate and graduate student. 

During his graduate years, he was Backfield Coach to Clark D. 
Shaughnessy. Also, during his graduate years, he was clinical psychologist 
in the Behavior Clinic of Cook County Criminal Court and simultaneously in 
the Presbyterian Hospital, both of Chicago. 

From 1941 to 1945, he was in the United States Naval Reserve. Entering 
as an Ensign, he now holds the rank of Lieutenant-Commander. 

From 1945 to 1948, he was Assistant Director of University Admissions, 
Columbia University, and from 1948 to 1951, Director of University Admissions. 
In -951 he came to the State Education Department as Assistant Commissioner 
for Higher Education and in 1955 became Associate Commissioner for Higher 
and Professional Education. 

On May 1, 1957, Mr. Nyquist became Deputy Commissioner of Education 
ana in *969, Executive Deputy Commissioner of Education.

November 21, 1969, when the Board of Regents officially elected him to the 
dual-titled position of Commissioner of Education and President of The 
University of the State of New York (not a university in the usual sense, but 
a corporation encompassing all schools and colleges in New York State 
chartered by the State and subject to the visitation of the State Board of Regents 
From 1948 to 1953, Mr. Nyquist served as Secretary of the Commission 
on Institutions of Higher Education of the Middle States Association of Colleges 
and Secondary Schools, the regional agency which accredits colleges and 
universities in the Mid-Atlantic States. He was a member of the Commission 
from 1948 until I960, and held the position of Chairman of this Commission 
from 1953 to 1959; in I960 he was made an Honorary Member.
